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ABSTRACT 

Ap/uda blatter/ has been described as a new species of Poaceae from Mount Abu. 


The genus Ap/uda L. (Poaceae) was still 
recently known to be represented in India 
by one species A. mutica L. During the 
revision of the genus I came across some 
specimens which needed re-examination 
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collected by Father E= Blatter from Mount 
Abu (Rajasthan, India) in 1916 previously 
identified as A. mutica L. On careful exami¬ 
nation it proves to be different from A. 
tttufica L Its characters indicate that it is 
®n undescribed species; it is described 
and renamed here. 

Apluda blatteri sp. nov. 

Differt a Apluda mutica L. habitu 
breyioribus 13 cm longis folii brevioribus, 
psniculis brevioribus 3 cm longis, spicula 
sessHi cum solitaris flosculo. 

Apfuda blatteri sp. nov. differs from 
Apluda mutica L. in the shorter habit with 
clums 13 cm long, shorter leaves, shorter 
panicles (3 cm long), sessile spikelet with 
one floret.

chartaceous, many nerved, tip bidentate.

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awn upto 1 cm long, with twisted column; 
palea 1.5 mm long, oblong to broad ovate, 
nerveless; stamens 3, anthers 3 mm long; 
stigmas 2. Pedicelledspikelet 4.2 mm long. 
Lower involucral glumeA.2 mm long and 
1.5 mm wide, lanceolate, multinerved. 
Upper involucral glume 4.1 mm long and 
1.5 mm wide, lanceolate, 5-6 nerved. Lower 
floret empty. Lemma 4 mm long, lanceo¬ 
late, acute; palea 3 mm long hyaline, 
nerveless, lanceolate. Upper floret herma¬ 
phrodite, palea small, ovate, ovate-oblong, 
stamens 3, style 2, stigmas plumose.

Etymology: This grass is being named 
in honour of the collector Father E. Blatter. 
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
